demonstrations of joy. 


The commanders of the Marietta and 
Oregon were informed that the Temer- 
ario had left Buenos Ayres, aud that 
Cervera’s squadron had sailed from the 
Cape Verd islands, and an attempt 
might be made to intercept them off 
Cape San Roque, ‘The warships sailed 
from Rio on the morning of May 4. 
They were held for a day, having to 
wail for the Buffalo which they were to 
convoy north, The former Braziliau 
cruiser joined them, but she was so 
slow and broke down so frequently that 
the battleship decided to steam ahead 
and leave her to the care of the gun 
boat. The Marietta was now alone with 
her charge, und the two put off to the 
northeast in order to avoid coast steam 
ers which might give information to 
Spanish warships lurking about. After 
allowing the Oregon several days to get 
past Cape San Roque, the gunboat and 
her charge headed for Bahia, Brucil, ar
